was no longer aafe in the second story 
of the house, from which she was 
rescued out of the chamber window 
by a boat in which she wss taken 
across the river and intervale to the 
house of her brother Moses Bartlett 
who lived npon tbe upland on the 
north side-. Stephen Bartlett who was 
in the boat used to (|U this story often. 
in after dajs, and point ont an ala | 
tree through the top of which the 
boat passed in safety on its passage 
across the intervale. The boat used 
upon this occasion was fashioned from 
a huge pine tree perhaps modeled 
after the one bnilt by Crnsoe, while 
upon the “ lonely isle.” 

Jonathan Bartlett, rebuilt bis honae 
the aame aeason npon the upland on 
the eaat aide of the river npon the 
farm now owned and occnpiad by 
Elia* Bartlett, Esq., who lives in the 
old mansion atill. 

Stephen Bartlett then ptircfaaaed 
land joining the farm of hia brother 
Moses npon the north aide of tbe river 
where by bard work and pa reeve ran ne 
be soon possessed a farm and build¬ 
ings near hia brothers. Being then 
about twenty-two yean of age and aa 
the saying was " well to do,” hie 
thoughts were turned towards procur¬ 
ing him a suitable companion to share 
hia labours and be mistresa of hit 
home. And aa in those daya working ' 
was not considered a pastime by either ' 
sex but a duty, Stephen sensible of 
hia duty made it hia business, and 
■oon in the person of Miss Dorcas: 
Barbour of Gray, he found one every 
way worthy to become the wife of a, 
hardy farmer of Lbose daya. They 
were married Ooi. 23d 1787. 

Miss Doroaa Barbour, left Gray for 
Bethel in the winter of the year 1785 
to live with her aiator Mr*. Moms 
B artlett who was then in declining 
health. She accomplished the journey 
as far as Paris Hill in the usual man¬ 
ner upon horse back behind her father 
w<here she bid him adien as fas could 
accompany her no farther. From this 
place’ aha continued the journey on 
foot and on snow shoes accompanied 
by Mr. Josiah Segar who dragged af¬ 
ter him a sled containing all her goods. 
They reached the Gamp or halfway 
plaoe just at night the firat day, Mr. 
Segar hastened to light a fire which 
had to be obtained with a flint and 
steel but unfortunately hia punk be 
ing wet he could not make it ignite 
but remembering that they passed a 
stump on fire a tew uiilea back, be re- 
aotved to go back ami procure some. 
Leaving Mias Barbour alone in the 
lonely camp to rest upon a couch of 
hemlock bonglia, he retraced hia stops 
and procured some fire, after which 
they pasaed tbe night quite comforta- j 
bly as she always testified. The next 
day they reached the house of Eaq. 
Keyee who lived I think not far from 
what is now Rumford Point where she 
remained until the next day when tbe 
Esqn ire aeoom pained her to her sis tore. 

She commenced life with Mr. Bart¬ 
lett in a rough log house where they 
lived nntil able to bnild a larger and 
more aomfortahle one, which k still 
ooenpied by his son Elfaenea Bartlett, 
who has ever lived npon the old home¬ 
stead ait gated in what is now Hanover. 
Stephen Bartlett had eight children, 
and Le lived to eee them all proeper- 
oualy nettled around him. Ha died ■ 
m the year 1032 aged 67 years- His 
wife died in 1839, lamented by all 
who kaew her. Rlhanan Bartlett, has 
la hie poeaeemon the identical axe and 
a hem war that hia Father brought 
with him from Milton lot
